ZEPPELIN AIRSHIP UP FOR 24 


HOURS DESTINATION UNKNOWN 





Objective Point of the Aeronauts 
Is Presumed to Be Strass- 


burg, However. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, April 5.—The 
Zeppelin airship ascended from here this 
morning at 18 minutes past 9 o’clock. 

It is the intention of the aeronauts to 
make a flight of 24 hours’ duration. 

The destination of the airship is 
known only to those immediately con- 
cerned in the voyage, but it is pre- 
sumed to be Strassburg. 


BIBERACH, Wuertemburg, April 5.— 
The Zeppelin airship maneuvered in this 
vicinity this morning for two hours 
and a half. Biberbach is 40 miles north- 
east of Friedrichhafenn.

NEPHEW OF ADMIRAL 





Prosecutor’s Wife a Cousin of 
Prisoner and Asserts She 
Is Innocent. 





AMUSED BY EXCUSES 





Mrs. Sampson Smiles When 
Men Try to Escape Serv- 
—/ — ing on Jury. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LYONS, N. Y., April 5.—The first day’s 
trial of Mrs. Georgia Allyn Sampson for 
the murder of her husband, Harry 
Sampson, ‘a nephew of Admiral Samp- 
son, was devoted to the preliminary 
statements of the case by the attorneys 
for the State and the defense and by 
the questioning of men summoned on 
the jury panel. 

Mrs. Sampson came into court dressed 
in deep mourning as a protest against 
the charge against her. She contends 
she is innocent. She was accompanied 
by Miss Theresa Collins, a daughter of 
Sheriff Collins, and Mrs. Anna Kaye 
of Chicago, her aunt. Her father, Frank 
Allyn, greeted her in th courtroom with 
a kiss. Gordon Allyn, an uncle, from 
}Buffalo, and his wife had seats near 
Mrs. Sampson in the courtroom. 

Mrs. Sampson took a lively interest 
when the Judge began to ask the men 
summoned on the jury for excuses for 
not serving. There was a rush of men 
seeking to be excused and Mrs. Samp- 
son frequently smiled at the excuses 
they offered. 

The friends of the accus®td woman 
contend that there is no real eviderte 
against her and that her arrest and 
trial are outrageous, unparalleled. They 
insist that the stories of quarrels  be- 
tween Sampson and his young wife on 
the eve of the tragedy are the products 
of malicious gossip. 

But the faction that believes in the 
prisoner’s guilt regards the evidence 
against her as conclusive. All agree, 
however, that nothing will be left un- 
dene in the desperate effort to save 
her from the electric ehair. 

The trial will be before Supreme Court 
Justice Aldebert P. Rich, acting in the 
place of Justice S. N. Sawyer. who its 
a close personal friend of both the 
Sampson and the Allyn families and 
who, for that reason, withdrew from 
the case. 


Trouble in Finding Jury. 


District Attorney Joseph Gilbert, who 
will direct the prosecution, is in even 
a more delicate position. His wife is 
a cousin of the prisoner and one of the 
stoutest champions of her innocence. 
Neverthelegs District Attorney Gilbert, 
sacrificing personal inclination to duty, 
will prosecute. 

Mrs. Sampson will be defended by 
George Tinklepaugh of Palmyra, a lo- 
cally noted criminal lawyer and kins- 
man of the prisoner, assisted by Edson 
W. Hamm, who represents this district 
in the Assembly. 

The selection of a jury will probably 
be the work of days. To find 12 men 
in this county who have not formed 
fixed opinions on the merits of the case 
will be a task of tremendous difficulty. 

A special panel of 100 talesmen has 
been drawn andgyo it are added 36 hold- 
overs from the panels of February and 
March. But there is a strong proba- 
bility, in the opinion of lawyers here, 
that it will be necessary to draw at 
least one more special panel in order 
to complete the jury. 

Harry Sampson, the murdered man, 
was a nephew of the late Rear-Admiral 
Sampson, scholarly, of good habits and 
deeply in love with kis young wife. She 
is the daughter of Frank P. Allyn, one 
of the wealthiest farmers in this sec- 
tion. She is a noted horsewoman and 
prominent socially. 

Bride 2 Society Belle, 


Fiv® years ago Harry Sampson and 
Georgia Allyn were married. He was 
the highest type of college athlete, 6 
feet. 1 inch tall and superbly propor- 
tioned. He was quiet and studious, 
devoted to his books and taking but 
slight interest in society. His bride, 
on the contrary, was leader in the gay- 
est set. She was an acknowledged belle, 
reckoned ‘the best horsewoman and the 
finest dancer in Wayne County. She 
was the leading spirit of the Magnolia 
Two-Step Club, a social organization. 

Sampson and his bride settled down 
to married life with the Aliyns at their 
fine home in the town of Macedon, near 
Lyons, From time to time rumors were 
current of disagreements between them, 
but these were emphatically denied. He 
‘kept to his books; she continued.to go 
out to parties and dances; but so far 
as the outside worlc knew no serious 
differences arose between them.

Mr. Roosevelt and Kermit were ac- 
companied by Ambassador Griscom and 
members of the Ambassador's party. 
They came ashore in the launch of the 
United States ship Scorpion. 

The steamer Admiral, on which they 
will sail for Africa has not yet come 
into port, nor fias she been signaled. The 
delay in her arrival caused by heavy 
weather, will, in all probability, make 
it impossible for Mr. Roosevelt to go 
on board before tomorrow. 

May Meet King and Queen. 

It is again being declared today that 
Mr. Roosevelt will meet the King of 
Italy at Messina. There is nothing defi-

yond the fact that the King and the 
Queen left Rome this morning for An- 
zio on the battleship Reumberto. and 
are now on their way to Sicily. 

When Herr Steinfensand, the German 
Ccnsul, went on board the Hamburg he 
carried a large bouquet of red, white 
and blue carnations in a crystal vase 
tied with a broad ribbon of the German 
colors, red, white and black. He had 
also a letter addressed to “The Hon. 
Theodore Roosevelt, on board. the 
steamer Admiral.’’ Both were from Em- 
peror William. He greeted Mr. Roose- 
velt in the name of Emperor William 
and the German Government. 

Mr. Roosevelt appeared to be exceed- 
ingly pleased with this welcome and 
sent his homage to the Emperor. 

5000 Foreigzuers Come to City. 

Fully 5000 foreigners have come into 
Naples, especially from Capri, Sorrento 
and Amalfi, in the hope of catching a 
glimpse of the distinguished traveler. 
The Hamburg received a noisy and 
hearty greeting from ship and shore as 
she steamed into the bay and dropped 
anchor. 

As soon as the Hamburg was sighted 
around Capri the interest of the waiting 
crowds became intense. The people had 
congregated along the docks and at 
various points in the city whence a view 
of the bay could be obtained, and when 
the Hamburg was identified, a general 
roar of welcome went up ftom thous- 
ands of throats. Handkerchiefs were 
waived, hats were flung on high and 
numerous craft of all kinds put out 
from the shore to surround the in-com- 
ing liner. 

Precautions by Police. 

The harbor police had taken every pre- 
caution to prevent these small boats 
getting too close to the linér, but in 
spite of these measures several man- 
aged to reach the side of the in-coming 
vessel and proffer their offerings of 
fruits and flowers. Other boats had on 
board bands of musicians, who sang 
Neapolitan songs to an accompaniment 
of guitars and mandolins. The rails of 
the Hamburg were lined with passen- 
gers, who showed every evidence of en- 
joying the novel welcome. They ap- 
plauded the singers heartily and Mr. 
Roosevelt, himself, could be seen smiling 
and expressing his appreciation.

At the outset of the hedring Monday, 
Judge Walter H. Sanborn, who is. pre-

The clerk’s desk was piled high with 
the 21 red-bound volumes containing the 
25,000 printed pages of t y teken 
during the past two years. in an office 
room adjoining were the 1500 exhibits, 
most of them documentary, some print- 
ed, some typewritten, in all forms and 
all styles of binding. These exhibits in- 
clude a pile of immense maps, designed 
to show the railroad lines used by the 
Standard in its traffic, and the location’ 
of its 114 subsidiary concerns.

Young tiptoed and looked through a 
slit at the top of the gate, saying, 
‘“‘What’s the matter, Yellow,’ they as- 
serted, and the shots were fired from 
within. 

Saw Mohrile With Weapen. 

Michael Walsh of 1520 North Spring 
avenue, who was in the neighborhood 
to visit friends, said that he passed into 
the hallway just as O’Brien and Byrnes 
ran out. He said that several bullets 
struck along the hallway, one striking 
dust from the bricks which got into his 
eyes. He fell to the ground to let the 
missiles pass over him. After Young 
staggered out, Walsh says, he saw 
Mohrle run into the gangway carrying 
‘@ revolver. 

All the prisoners but Mohrle are at 
the Carr Street Police Station. Mohrle 
is at the Dayton Street Station: The 
butlet-riddied gate is also held as evi- 
demce by the Carr street police, as are 
the three revolvers found, one under 
Young’ s body and two in a shed in the 
coal yard. 

Revolver experts on the setts force 
say that the holes in the gate -indicate 
that the shots were fired from a dis- 
tance of about three feet.

Shot While Biting Sandwich. 


He had been shot through the heart. 
The bullet was fired from his own rifle. 
The strange part of it was that this 
rifle, with the exploded shell in the 
breach, was found standing in its ac- 
customed place in a corner, several 
feet from where the body lay. Stranger 
still, the dead man’s right hand held a 
sandwich. The marks of his teeth were 
in the bread. 

The Allyn family, occupying half of 
the. big house, heard no shot. The first 
intimation of the tragedy reached them 
in the piercing shriek of the young wife 
as she stumbled over the lifeless body. 

At the official investigation it was 
brought out that Sampson and his wife 
had quarreled the night before. It also 
was disclosed for the first time that 
young Sampson was jealous of his 
pleasure-loving wife. 

It was related that a few hours be- 
fore his death he had intercepted a let- 
ter addressed to his wife. This letter 
has been guarded from publicity. The 
general belief is that it bore the signa- 
ture of a well-known Rochester man of 
wealth and good social position, who is 
noted for his gallantries. Others insist 
that it was from a young man of the 
neighborhood who had met Mrs. Samp- 
son at a picnic. 

Husband Maddened by Jealousy. 

Whoever the author of this letter was, 
its contents stirred young Sampson to 
anger. Mrs. Sampson was away from 
home whe the missive arrived and it 
fell into his hands. She had mounted 
her horse that morning and ridden to 
e little town of Yellow Hills. There 
she stabled the horse and —- to 
Rochester by train. ‘ 

It is said that Sampson, nitiitinnes by 
the letter, followed her to Yellow Hills 
and, finding the horse, toek the animal 
away with him. That night Mrs. Samp- 
son, returning from Rochester, was 
forced to tramp miles through a driving 
rainstorm to her heme.

Two letters containing a contract that 
was the foundation of the alleged oil 
monopoly in Pennsylvania were intro- 
duced by Kellogg and pointed out to 
the Court as conclusive evidence of the 
intention of the New Jersey corporation 
to crush all competition in the oil field. 
One letter was written by Daniel 
O’Day, general manager of the Ameri- 
can Transfer Co. and was dated Feb. 
15, 1878. It was addressed to A. J. Cas- 
}satt, then third vice-president of the 
} Pennsylvania Railroad. The other was 
written by Cassatt to O’Day. In these 
letters it was agreed that the Pennsyl- 
vania would pay a rebate of 20 cents on 


this rebate was increased to 22% cents 
per barrel, Kellogg declared. 

Cassatt, Kellogg said, was one of the 
principal conspirators. 

The Standard, Kellogg said, was in 4 
position to dictate terms. After consoli- 
dating with the pipe line companies it 
was able to offer opposition to the rail- 
roads. The Standard could turn a great 
volume of business from the railroads, 
and the roads, fearful of the loss of ton- 
nage, hastened to make any agreement 
that the oil concern wished. They will- 
ingly joined in the scheme to crush the 
competitors of the trust. 

John D. Archbold, Kellogg said, was 
one -of the first who felt the iron hand 
of the Standard. Yearsgbefore he be- 
came the mouthpiece for the New Jer- 
sey corporation he was its bitter enemy. 
In the days when public sentiment de- 
feated the project of the South Im- 
provement Co. to perfect a monopply of 
the oil business, Archbold led the oppo 
sition. Later, Kellogg said, h@ was 
taken into the Standard fold, and te- 
came extremely orthodox in his views. 


Stocks Were Exchanged, 

Kellogg explained in detail the forma- 
tion of the Standard Oil Trust of Ohio 
through the acquisition of 30 other oil 
concerns. Control in these companies 
was gained by means of an exchange 
of Standard Oil stock, he said. 

Incidental to the acquisition of the 
Brooklyn firm of Pratt « Co., H. H. 
Rogers came into the Standard, stated 
Mr. Kellogg. 

“This original trust agreement was 
never made public in the many Standard 
Oil investigations throughout the coun- 
try, until the exigencies of this present 
case forced Mr. Rockefeller to produce 
it in justification of that agreement,” 
said Kellogg with emphasis. 

“The Standard obtained from New 
Jersey privileges that have given it ad- 
vantages over corporations chartered in 
any other State. The laws of New Jer- 
sey were specially constructed to aid 
corporations. By virtue of these, that 
company has been able to change the 
holdings of 30,000 stockholders in 114 oth- 
er companies into the hands of about a 
score of multimillionaires who own the 
principal corporation.” 

“The Standard did not purchase the 
business of its competitors,’’ said Kel- 
logs, “‘the process was one of combina- 
tion. In the absorption of the Pratt re- 
fineries, Pratt turned in his stock and 
took Standard stock held by three trus- 
tees.”’ 

He quoted the reply made by John 
D. Rockefeller when he was asked 








“Other remedies have been tried and 
have failed,’’ it says. “Either the Sher- 
man act should be repealed or it should 
be enforced in a manner to make the 
people respect it.’’ The brief continues: 

This testimony is valuable as show- 
ing the intention of the Standard 
Oil Co. to monopolize the commerce 
in oil throughout the United Btates. 
In many districts it has absolute 
monopoly. We mean by absolute 
monopoly that in those districts it 
does all the business and has elimi- 
nated every competitor. 

Practically this is the case through- 
ought the Rocky Mountain country 
and most of the Pacific Coast States. 
The percentage of independent busi- 
ess throughout the Southern states 
is very small. Moreover, where there 
is competition, the competitors are 
usually strictly under the control of 
the Standard in that they must, in 
order to be allowed to do business, 
sel] oil at practically the price the 
Standard dictates and confine them- 
selves to a small percentage of the 
trade. 

If we are looking the degree of 
suppression of compétition, no com- 
bination of modern times in that re- 
spect approaches the Standard Oil 
combination in all its forms. If 
we are looking to the evidences of 
oppression and unfair dealing, no 
combination is equal, in its obnox- 
lous features. 


, Of the trust as driven from Ohio and 
the present concern, the brief says: 
The trust was declared void in re- 
straint and monopolization ef com- 
merce; the corporation took its 
place and continues identically the 
same business in the same manner, 
exercising the same control and re- 
straining and monopolizing comfherce 
in exactly the same manner and the 
same men controlled each. In ef- 
fect, it was the same conspiracy. In 
fact, except by the exchange of cor- 
poration certificates for the trustee's 
certificates upon the markets, the 
world knew no difference. 
We venture to say there never was 
a combination before the Court bear- 








whether the independent companies 
were able to continue business. “They 
could come into the combination,” was 
Rockefeller’s answer. 

The evidence would show, Kellogg de- 
clared, that the Stancard exacted from 
the railroads rebates amounting to %9 
to 50 per cent of the rate, not only on its 
own shipments, but on those of its com- 
petitors. This saving, he said, enabied 
the Standard to shrp crude oil to the 
Cleveland refinery almost without cost. 


The defense of the Standard will rest | 


upon the contention that the consolida- 
tion of the 69 companies into the -cor- 
poration occurred before the passage of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, and was an 
amalgamation of the interests of the 
same owners, Consequently, it will be 
argued, it was not a combination of 
divers interests which had been com- 
petitive and did not operate to restrain 
the trade or create a monopoly. 

The Sherman act does not apply to the 
owners of the same interests who unite 
in one organization, the oil company’s 
lawyers say, and eannot affect a: cor- 
poration that was formed before its en- 
actment by the merger of a number of 
smaller organizations, all owned by the 
same owners. In other words, they 
hold, the owners of 69 stock companies 
may merge the companies without vio- 
lating the law, if by so doing they 
simply unite under One corporation. in- 
terests that were previously held under 
separate organizations. : 


On this assumption that the Sherman 
law is inapplicable to the case of the 
Standard Oil Co., the attorneys will ask 
for a dismissal of the Government's pe- 
tition for an injunction to restrain the 
68 companies from paying dividends to 
the principa) organization. 

Kellogg's brief contains a long his- 


torical recital of the formation of the] 


Standard Oil Co., and the steps by 
whjch a complete monopoly was built up 
for the Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey. 

The Sherman anti-trust law is put, in 
this case, to its most severe test. In 
summing up the facts in the dangerous 
monopoly which, it is alleged, the 
Standard maintains, the Government’s 
brief says: 


There is no question that if th 
Court holds the Standard Oil Co. 
be a legal organization and not guil 
of monopoly—in other words, gives it 
carte blanche to pursue its own 
methods—it can eliminate every com- 
petitor inside of two years. We do 
not wish to be understood as dis- 
courag’ng enterprise, or taking a 
position against legitimate competi- 
tion, but if the Sherman act means 
anything in this country it means a 
‘monopoly acquired by such methods 
of competition as practiced by this 
concern. Unless it is enforced, the 
small corporation or individual who 
wishes to.engage in business will 
have absolutely no opportunity at 
all. ‘8 
The Government even hints at confis- 
cation of the Standard’s products if the } 
Court is unable to. grant the relief de- 
manded. It declares.that it was -hesi- | 
tated to invoke this drastic. remedy, and 
doubts whether any other of the reme- 


dies suggested by the law is adequate / 


tg stop the encroachments of such com- 
binations and trusts. 


Other Remedies Have Failed and 
Monopoly Is Now Nearly Complete

POLICE DON’T INTERFER 





Gleeful Workefs Say Privilege 
Was Given by Insurance 
Company. 





It was not an ill wind which fanned 
the flames when the plant of the Lan- 
dau Grocery Co., a’ wholesale concern 
at 515 Main street, burned, if you coin- 
cide with the opinion of. scores of ne- 
groes who are daily picking a rich har- 
vest of canned goods from the ruins. 

More than 150 negroes, men, woman 
and children, were ‘“‘on the job’’ Mon- 

ay. The store burned three weeks 


and the $100,000 stock of goods 
was practically a total loss, what was. 
not destroyed being buried in the de- 
bris. 

The negroes dig in the mass of charred 
wood and trash, and pick from it cans 
of fruit and groceries, boxes of pickles, 
and bottles of olive oil, which they load 
into scorched boxes found on the scene 
and carry away. 

Negro men who found canned goods 
often smashed open the cans with rocks 
or pieces of iron and drank the con- 
tents. One negro dug into the mass of 
charred wood until he stood shoulder 
deep in it, and a circle of women gath- 
ered around, to whom he passed out 
cans and bottles as he found them. 

Working within the building was at- 
tended with some danger, on account 
of the insecurity of floors and joists. 
The interior collapsed during the fire. 
When it was seen that a rafter or 
joist was too frail to bear a man’s 
weight, a negro boy was sent crawling 
along it to get whatever was in sight. 

Policemen stopped to gaze curiously 
at the sight, but did not interfere. Some 
of the negroes said the insurance com- 
panies had consented for them to have 
the damaged stock, regarding that as 
the least troublesome way to get rid of 
it. Neighboring business men didn’t 
like it, and asked for a detail of police 
to guard their places. 


NEGRO HITS NIGHT WATCHMAN 
AND A PISTOL DUEL RESULTS 


Six shots were fired In a running bat- 
tle between Private Watchman Frank 
McTigue and ‘“Kid’’ Amos, a negro, 
early Sunday morning, after McTigue 
had been struck on the head with the 
butt’ of Amos’ revolver. Two of the 
shots were fired by Amos at the watch- 
man. 

Amos, who resides at 22 North Second 
street in East St. Louis, was pursuing 
two other negroes along the levee near 
St. Charles street at 5:46 o’clock Sun- 
day morning. McTigue stopped him. 

“Those men robbed me,” declared 

Amos, pointing to the negroeg who were 
running. ‘‘Don’t step me.” 
. MeTigue did not accept Amor’ state- 
ment immediately and the negro, en- 
raged at being detained, drew a re- 
volver and struck the watchman on the 
head, knocking him down. 

When McTigue regained his feet Amos 
was disappearing into an alley. The 
watchman drew his weapon and started 
after him. In the chase McTigue fired

latter made bis escape, but was later 
arrested at 2 North Levee. He said 
the negroes he was chasing when 
stopped by McTigue had rebbed him of 
$40 in a craps game in East 8t. Louis. 

McTigue had a scalp wound dressed 
at the City Dispensary and then went 
to his thome at 2717 Madison street. He 
is 48 years of age.

NEW YORK, April 5.—Heartbroken 
over the disgrace of his mother's ban- 
ishment from home by a divorce decree, 
William Cooper, 15 years old, hanged 
himself in his home, 5008 Knickerbocker 
avenue, Williamsburg, in the absence of 
his father and brother.

BAKU, Russia, April 5.—A band of 
Georgian revolutionists failed by a nar- 
row margin yestdrday to carry out 4a 
carefully arranged plan to seize a treas- 
ure on board a steamer in the Caspian

The steamer Czarevitch, with $600,000 
in specie, was about to sail from Kras- 
nonodsk yesterday morning when the 
Georgian band, consisting of 20 armed 
men under the leadership of Lieu. 
Mashikaridzo, an officer of the reserve, 
was discovered and arrested. It had 
been the intention of the band to over- 
power the crew at sea, rob the treasure 
room and land with the gold on the 
sparsely inhabited Caucasian Coast.

CHICAGC, April 5.—Mrs. Emma _ E. 
Kershaw, a woman suffragist and wife 
of a wealthy business man, occupies a 
cell in the County Jail because she re- 
fuses to pay a judgment of $195 obtained 
by a neighbor, Mrs. Belle McClelland, 
who alleged Mrs. Kershaw attacked and 
slandered her following a dispute over 
and apartment owned by the Kershaws 
and occupied by the McClellands. 

Mrs. Kershaw was seized on a body 


warrant during the absence of her hus- 
band from home. The woman declared 
she would stay in jail six months rather 
than pay the judgment, if her prosecu- 
tor’s husband was willing to pay the 
county during that period for her board. 

She left a note on the dining-room 
table for her husband and accompanied 
the deputy sheriff to prison. 

The note to her husband read: ‘‘Dear 
Otto—Good-by; I am going to jail. 

“EMMA.” 

Under the law, when a person is selzed 
for debt, the disappointed creditor’ must 
pay the prisoner's board at the rate of 
$3.50 per week. 

Otto Kershaw says he is in thorough 
sympathy with his wife’s determination 
to suffer imprisonment rather than sat- 
isfy the judgment. He is planning to 
make her incarceration as comfortable 
as possible.

FOUR ARE = INJURED 


Driver, His Brother and Two 
Guests Bruised When 
Thrown From Car. 


The attempt of Robert A. B. Walsh 
of 3623 Delmar boulevard to escape from 
Motorcycle Policeman Ferguson after 
he had been arrested for speeding and 
was being taken to a police station re- 
sulted disastrously for him and the three 
companions who were with him in his 
big touring car. a 
the machine ran

In the second chase,

into the curb in Forest 

and all of its occupants were thrown 


out. Capt. J. Chevis Bates, brother-in- 
law of Walsh, and C. L. Palms of De- 
troit, a guest at the Waish hgme, were 
the most seriously injured. Robert 
Walsh and his brother, Chouteau Walsh, 
were cut and bruised. The $5000 car 
was wrecked. 

Forest Park was thronged with peo- 
ple when the first chase started late 
Sunday afternoon. Pedestrians, rigs 
and other automobiles were in a wild 
scramble to get out of the way of the 
pursuer and pursued as they dashed at 
constantly increasing speed through the 
park driveways. S . 

Ferguson Gives Chase. 

Ferguson first caught sight of the 
speeding Walsh machine when it was on 
Wells Drive, near the center of the 
park. He says it was then going 35 
miles an hour. He jumped on his mo- 
torcycle and took the trail. After a 
straightaway race ‘of half a mile the 
automobile, with the motorcycle closely 
pressing it, turned into South Drive 
and swung north toward Lafayette 
Drive. Ferguson’s speedometer showed 
him that he was going 45 miles an 
hour. A hundred feet south of La- 
fayette Drive he overtook the machine. 

“Halt, you. are under arrest,” he 
shouted to the flying Walsh, who was 
at the wheel. 

Walsh obeyed the command, coming to 
a step near Lafayette drive. He stepped 
out of his machine and‘asked Ferguson 
mot to take him to the station. 

Running From tke Policeman. 

*T’ll have to,’’ replied Ferguson. ‘‘You 
drive over to the Mounted Station. 
They’ll let you out on your own recog- 
nizance and you won't be detained 
long.”’ 

Walsh jumped back 
and threw on his power. 

Ferguson says that just as the car 
swung east into Lafayette drive one of 
the men in the tonneau leaned over to 
Walsh and said: “‘Shoot it in, Bob.” 
The words acted like magic. With one 
leap the big machine shot forward, leav- 
ing Ferguson 100 feet behind. 

He “shot it in,’’ too, and the second 
chase was on in the crowded park. 

Down Grand Drive, around dangerous 
curves and over steep grade the big 
car sped, with the little motorcycle close 
behind it. 

Turns Into Forest Park Terrace. 

Past the Blair Monument the machine 
sped, shooting out into King's highway 
at a speed of 58 miles an hour, ac- 
cording to Ferguson's speedometer. 

Walsh at first seemed about to speed 
east on Lindell boulevard, but hé looked 
back and saw that Ferguson was with- 
in striking distance. A sharp . turn 
might shake off the motorcycle rider. 
Walsh taok the chance and swerved to 
the west into Forest Park terrace, the 
wester continuation of Lindell boule- 
vard. 

His speed was so great that he could 
not regain control of the machine after 
making the turn,and the car dashed 
into the sidewalk curbing. 

Captain Crazed Temporarily. 

The four men were thrown out. Fer- 
guson was the first to reach them... He 
found Palms unconscious and  bleed- 
ing from a cut on his head. Capt. Bates 
landed on -his head on the sidewalk. 
When he arose he was temporarily 
crazed from the shock. Bareheaded, he 
dashed madly to King’s highway and 
Maryland avenue, and jumped on a mov- 
ing Maryland line street car. 

After he had ridden four blocks a 
realization of what had happened came 
back to him and he ran back to the 
scene of the accident to see if any of 
his companions had been killed. 

Horace Rumsey, who was passing in 
his machine, took Palms to St. Luke’s 
Hospital after’ he had received emer- 
gency treatment from Dr. Spencer 
Graves. 

At the hospital Dr. Harvey G. Mudd 
found that Palms’ ankle was sprained 
and his face and head cut and bruised. 
Ho was taken to the Walsh home. 

None of the others required surgical 
treatment. Walsh was taken to the 
police station where he gave bond to 
appear in police court Monday. He re- 
turned to his home on a street car.
